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Attachment to Advisory Action 

No amendment to the claims has been filed after final rejection. 

Applicants' arguments filed 12/19/2006 have been fully considered but not found 
persuasive because they are mostly directed to the same issues discussed in the last office action. 

With regard to the claim rejections under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by US 
4,906,457 (Ryan) or by US 3,950,509 (Geks et al) or by Rodis et al. applicants' main argument is 
directed to the idea that the disclosed compositions would not be recognized by one of skill in 
the art as compositions comprising a combination of 2 inhibitors derived from potato including 
trypsin and elastase inhibitors. Applicants cited some additional references in order to 
demonstrate that not all potato protease inhibitors would exert both trypsin and elastase 
inhibiting characteristics. 

However, the additional references demonstrate properties of each specific and purified 
fraction of potato protease inhibitors separately. The applicants' claimed combination of trypsin 
and elastase inhibitors is not a combination of two separate and purified fractions or proteins but 
it is a whole product with proteolytic activity that is derived from potato and that is characterized 
by both trypsin and elastase activities (table 7, page 48). Thus, the applicants' arguments are not 
found particularly convincing because the claimed composition contains a potato-derived 
inhibitor having a proteolytic activity as a whole product that is inherently characterized by both 
trypsin and elastase activities in the light of evidence by Pearce et al., for example: see abstract. 
Moreover, the reference by Pearce et al. includes Ryan as co-author who is also inventor of the 
cited US 4,906,457 (Ryan). Therefore, the Ryan's composition comprising "potato inhibitor I" 
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(example 1) as disclosed by Ryan is inherently characterized by both trypsin and elastase 
inhibiting activities. 

Therefore, the cited prior art patents anticipate the applicants' composition as claimed 
and when read in the light of specification.
